As the eoldier 
obeys his officers, so the elector volun- 
« tarily supports bie party leaders. In the 
army all likes and dislikes of the soldier 
to this ot that officer, this or that order 
pass unheeded, whenever duty calls him 
to serve his country. With him it is 
my country first, my dielike last. It is 
90 with a thorough party man.

Dut he never forgets that if he were to 
desert s party candidate, that he would 
be deserting his party, and the political 
principles that he hes espoused.

But when there is 
ouly « loose organization—no recognized 
association—nothing but a mere general 
seatiment,—no clear and definite pur- 
pose,—no party discipline to teach how 
to bear and forbear,—how to sink small 
matters for larger issues,—bow to drtop 
personal preferences and prejudices to 
support the leaders aud standard-bearers 
of party,—in such a case, a party conflict,
